CINCINNATI GRAIN. 


Unsatisfactery Methods of Weighing— 
A Meeting of Persons Interested to 
Discover a Hemedy. ; 

Special Dispatch to The Chicage Tribuna 

Crscinwati, O., July B.—A meeting of grain 
and transportation men was held in one of the 
rooms of the Chamber of Commerce to-day, for 
the purpose of devising a new system of weigh- 
ing grain. The fault with the present system is 
that the public weighers, of whom there are 
quite a large number, are not strictly si- 


\Weights, and as a consequence buyers, shippers, 
and transportation companies are frequently 
misied as to the exact amount of grain that 
is passing through their hands. The public 
weighers are poorly paid, and do not seem to be 
directly responsible to anypflicial. The result 
is that some grain man goes to ouo of them and 
says, “I have a lot of wheat containing so many 
pounds. I have just weighed it, and there is uo 
need ot your being to that trouble. Give mea 
certificate for that amount, and here is your 
fee.” The proposition usually strikes the 
weighers favorabiy, and, if the buyer of the 
grain finds that he is several bushels snort, he 
has no redress. cannot vo behind 
the weigher’s certificate. It is not charged 
that false weights are of very frequent 
occurrence, but they occur often enough to 
render a change of system almost imperative. 
At the meeting this afternoon the whole subject 
was gone over, and was finally referred to the 
Grain Committee of the Chamber of Commerce 
for report. One of plans su ted was that 
the weighers be appointed by Chamber of 
Commerce and paid such salaries as will warrant 
them in doing accurate work, Another propo- 
sition was to increase the elevator facilities of 
the city to such an extent that the preseut sys- 
tem of weighing grain may be entireiy abol- 
ished. It is not unlikely that this will be done. 
It was stated at the meeting that the grain trade 
of Cincinnati is suffering on account of the pres- 
ent lack of facilities for carrying it on.

Tuer most important work undertaken by 
the New York Legislature in its long session 
just concluded was a reform of the system of 
taxation. The plan adopted in 1880 was to 
raise the State revenue mainly from taxes on 
corporations, and to leave other forms of 
property to a great extent free for the pur- 
poses of local taxation. With this object in 
view an act was passed taxing fire and ma- 
rine insurance companies, telegraph, rail 
road, express, steamboat, ferry, canal, ‘and 
other transportation companies. A special 
act subjected life-insurance companies to 
taxation. The advantage of this plan was 
thought to be that, as far as it went, it re- 


lieved the people from possible irregularities | 


of taxation for State purposes. If the money 
raised by real and personal property taxes 
were all locally expended the chief mo- 
tive for undervaluations would be gone. 
The Legislature just adjourned was so well 
pleased with the operation of the laws of 
1880 that an attempt was made to extend 
them in the same general direction. They 
proposed to tax brakers’ sales, savings banks, 
trust-mortgage bonds, collateral inheritances, 
the manufacture and sale of liquors, and 
dealers in tobacco. A large partof this plan, 
however, fell through. The brokers bill, 
saving s bill, liquor and tobacco tax 
bills failed. Only the bills for the taxation 
of corporation trust-mortgages—an economi- 
cally unsound measure—and the bill taxing 
collateral inheritances were passed. If the 
whole plan had been carried out it is esti- 
mated that the taxes contemplated would 
have yielded a revenue of $6,000,000, But 
owing to the failure of most of the scheme 


it will be necessary for a time to derive a 


portion of the State revenue from real and 
personal property taxes as before. 
— 


AUXILIARY WATER-WORES. 

One of the city newspapers is so anxious 
to object to Tux Trinpune’s suggestion for 
the erection of auxiliary water-works (for 
no better reason than because Tue TRrin- 
UNE proposes it) that the project is repre- 
sented as being (1) the old scheme with a 
variation.“ or an attempt to give private 
capitalists a monopoly of the service. and 
(2) so favorable in its terms to the city that 


‘private capitalists will not put their money 


into it. The contradiction is so palpable 
that it completely exposes the animus which 
prompts the narrow-minded criticism. If it 
be ascheme to place the control of water- 
works in the hands of private parties, it is 
certainly not liable to the objection that pri- 
vate capital will ne go into it. If it be so 
favorable to the city that it will not at- 
tract the investment of private capital, it is 
certainly not open to the objection that it 
will give private parties a monopoly of the 
water-service, 

The carping, envious concern which has 
been criticising this scheme has wound itself 
up 80 absurdly that its readers are all laugh- 
ing at lit. 

The suggestion which THe TRIBUNE has 
made to overcome the obstacles in the way 
of issuing bonds, or building auxiliary water- 
works by taxation, is perfectly simple. It is 
proposed that ac ompany of private capital- 


| ists shall advance the necessary funds, and 
that the city shall construct and operate the 


works, paying the company for a term of 
years an annual rental equal to a fair inter- 
est on the money invested, and buying the 
works at the end of that term, not at their 
original cost, but at an appraised valuation 
which shall allow for wear and tear. This 

plan will guarantee the private company a 
falr interest on its investment, but it will re- 
tain for the city full control over the water- 
service and the rates to be charged to the con- 
sumers. 

There is reason to believe that capital 
would be offereil for such an investment as 
readily as if the city were authorized to 
place bonds upon the market. A lease is not 
an unusual of extraordinary proceeding. It 
is a common thing for a railroad company to 
lease a road belonging to another corporation 
tor a term of years, and guarantee a specified 
rate on its value. The Pennsylvania Central 
Company is now and has been for fifteen 
years operating the Pittsburg, Fort Wayne 
& Chicago Road on a ninety-nine year le 
paying a certain per cent on the original 
stock. One of the Chicago newspapers is 
now on a lease, and it would be better for the 
erediters of another concern if they could 
secure the same terms. Capitalists are as 
willing to invest in a safe and profitable lease 


as other „ and there is no law 
4 f u @ municipal corporation 
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right of purchase. 

Let us see whether there is any hidden 
danger lurking under this project either to 
the city or the capitalists who should invest 
in it. 

1, It is proposed that the necessary funds 
shall be guaranteed in advance in considera- 
tion of a certain reptal or per cent on the 
cost of the works. Is that obscure or dan- 
gerous ? 

2. The money. to be expended under the 
direction of the Board of Public Works and 
the City Engineer. Is there any menace to 
the city’s interests in that? | 

3. The city to determine the size and length 
of the mains and pipes, and the district and 
streets where they are to be laid down. Is 
that perilous to the public welfare ? 

4. The city to direct the location, style, size, 
and capacity of the pumping-works to be 
erected. Areany public rights forfeited or 
endangered by such a condition? 

5. The city to dictate how much money 
shall be expended by the company in the con- 
struction of the works. Can the city be over- 
reached while exercis this privilege, or 
will capitalists object so long as the rental is 
to be governed by an agreed rate of interest 
on the total investment ? 

6. The city to pay the agreed rental out of 
the collections for water-service semi-an- 
nually during the specified term of years. 
Is there any more peril in such a procedure 
than there would be in paying interest on 
bonds representing an equal expenditure ? 

7. The city to operate the auxiliary high- 
pressure works in conjunction with the otber 
water-works, and to fix the rate to consumers 
for water. is there any encroachment of 
private capita! on publicrights in that condi- 
uon? If so what? 

8. At the end ot the lease, be it long or 
short, the city to buy the works at their act- 
ual cash value at that time, and periaps with 
asurplus fund which may be accumulated 
meanwhile out of the charges for hydraulic 
service. Is there anything hazardous in such 
an arrangement ? 

These are the conditions which constitute 
our plan. It is obvious that the city runs no 
risk of alienating the control of the water- 
service, which ought to retaain under its di- 
rection. Whether or not capital can be ob- 
tained on the terms proposed ean only be 
decided by an effort to that end. It is evident, 
however, that such an investment would 
be just as safe as an investment in municipal 
bonds, and hence it is altogether probable 
thatabundant capital would be offered. The 
objectors to this scheme have failed to point 
out any legal or economic reasons why it 
should not be adopted, and also failed to 
suggest any better plan for securing high- 
pressure auxiliary water-works, the need of 
which is concede@ by everybody. It is folly 
to talk of limiting to $500,000 the cost of 
works which shall be required to furnish a 
strong and high pressure of water for all 
manner of hydraulic purposes within the 
business district, and it is impracticable to 
undertake the expenditure of a couple of 
millions out of current taxation which al- 
ready reaches the 2 per cent authorized by 
law. But if anybody can suggest a better or 
more practicable plan for construct 
auxiliary water-works under the exist 
conditions, Tun Tripune will gladly he 
to bring it to the attention of the public an 
the city authorities. | 


THE THEORY OF DR. WEISSE. 

Dr. Bliss says no further information has 
been obtained as to the location of the ball“ 
in the President's body. Ile still believes 
it to be lodged in the anterior wall of the 
abdomen in front of the hip.” It will be 
observed that Dr. Bliss does not now express 
the opinion that the ball passed through the 
liver or entered the peritoneuin,—the mem- 
brane or lining of the internal surface of the 
abdomen. In answer to questions, Dr. Ham- 
ilton said Tuesday, It is doubtful whether 
the ball entered the peritoneum”; “ do not 
think it entered the liver.“ 

It is at least probable that Dr. Hamilton 
has adopted the theory advanced by Dr. 
Weisse, Professor of Practical Surgery and 
Anatomy in the Medical Department of the 
University of the City of New York, Soon 
after the wounding of the President Dr. 
Weisse formed, in his own mind, a theory as 
to the course and lodgment of the ball ad- 
verse to that established by the diagnosis of 
the attending surgeons. With the view of 
verifying his theory he entered upon a 
series of elaborate anatomical experiments. 
The result of those experiments was given 
to the public in the secular journals, but it 
remained for the Medical Journal of New 
York to give the details of the curious in- 
vestigation and analysis in a paper by Dr. 
| Weisse himself. It appears that Dr. Haniil- 
ton took a deep interest in the anatomical ex- 
periments of the Professor. Indeed, after 
the first experiment Dr. Weisse gained such 
confidence in the verity of his theory that he 
was able to induce Dr. Hamilton to be pres- 
ent at a second or repetition of the first ex- 
periment. This second experiment oeeurred 
on the 8th inst., and on the ith inst. Dr. 
Hamilton wrote Dr. Weisse in approval 
thereof, but without committing himself to 
the theory advanced, Doubtless this letter 
was inspired by the flippant criticism to 
which Dr. Weisse was subjected, for in the 
letter Dr. Hamilton says: I have from the 
first sought to encourage you in your pres- 
ent line of study; not becayse I had by any 
means determined in my own mind the course 
of the bullet, but because it seemed proper 
to determine anatomically all the possibilities 
in the case.” Dr. Weisse began to study the 
President’s case on the 6th inst., and this is 
the proposition he educed from the symptoms 
developed up to that time: 


Negative evidence existed which seemed to 
exclude injury having been inflicted to either of 
the foliewing parts: 

Firet—Ao artery or vein of any considerable 


Second—The pleura or lung. 
' Third—The diaphragm (at a point where it is 
covered by pleura or peritoneum). 

Fourth—The right kidney. — 

Fifti—The spinal cord. 

Sirth—The ascending colon where not covered 
by peritoneum. 

rom the President’s good genera) condition 

up to that time (midnight of the 4th inst.) there 
appeared a ehance that the peritoneum and the 
organs invested by it—liver, stomach, small in- 
—.— large intestine, and spleen — had escaped 
pjury. — 

The Doctor then remarks: It remained to 
determine how a bullet entering where the 
President was wounded could escape injur- 


ing these parts,“ and the life of the wounded 


in such a peculiar way as to reach one or 
more of the nerves that contribute to the 
sacral plexus.“ 

The builetins of the 5th inst. strengthened 
the Doctor's convictions of the correctness of 
his theory, and he determined to commence 
his anatomical experiments. He procured a 
British bulldog revolver, and, by discharg- 
ing it into a human body, ascertaingd its 
penetrating power at a distance of eight feet, 
and how much diminution of force Would be 
effected by impact upon bone. He founa the 
weapon wanting in precision and lacking in 
force; it did not make so large a wound as he 
expected. In.this connection he remarks: 
“I would here say that no attempt was made 
to so fire as to repeat the wound inflicted 
upon the President—that would be im- 
possible—and then track ‘the ball, so as to de- 
termine the course it had taken; nor was the 
attempt made to make the ball so penetrate 
as to take the possible course advanced.“ 
But this is what the Doctor learned by “a 
few shots”: ) | 


A few 
information ; that a bullet 
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a British bulidog suffers a great ex- 
penditure of force by impact u a bone; that 
at the instant of its impact it turns on its axis: 
that if its force is still sufficient to carry it on 
flatwise through the bene, it makes 4 large hole 
in it, splinters it, and carries the fragments be- 
fore it into the t es * if it simply 
fractures the bone, it is either defected or stopped 
in its course. 


The Doctor already knew that in the Pres- 
ident’s case the eleventh rib had been frac- 
tured. Of the eleventh rib the Doctor says: 


The conditions favorable to deflection by 
impingement upon and fracture of the rib are: 
First, the mobility of the rib makes it like a 
bickory twig fixed at one end/only, and its sway- 
ing upon impact would expend a good deal of 
the force of the ball: second, the exterifal face of 
the rib, being convex. tends to detiect a ball (of 
all bones of the body a rib probably detiects 
balls most often); third, if the eleventh rib is 
pushed inward from behind it rises anteriorly, 
and if a ball struck it with sufficient force 
to fracture it, it would be likely to 
turn the bail on, its axis, and defect 
it downward and inward, if already spent. 
„Had the ball been turned on its axis, and 
still hao sufficient force for onward progression, 
it would have crashed through the eleventh rib, 
splintered it, and carried forward the fragments 
of bone directly into the viscera beyond, 
„it would have wounded the 
lung. Defiected forward, along the rib, it might 
na ve passed into the abdominal parietes. 


The Doctor’s paper in the Medical Journal 

proceeds from this point to give, in minute 
getall, the process of dissection of those parts 
of a cadaver showing the probable course of 
the ball in the President's case, according to 
the theory advanced. 

Of course Dr. Weisse’s theory is, that, since 
the ball fractured but did not go through 
the rib, its chief force was spent, and hence, 
assuming that it would be deflected down- 


Ward, its subsequent track would be along 


line of least resistance through the adi- 
pose tissue. Following this line with the 
scalpel and his fingers, he locates the missile 
in the right iliac fossa,—the cavity between 
the front of the hip-bone and the ribs. 

Dr. Weisse makes some very acute observa- 
tions in regard to the President's physique, 
‘deducing therefrom further conclusions in 
support of his theory. In a word, it is evi- 
dently the Doctor’s opinion that the Presi- 
dent’s stout figure—“ the mass of fat, 
from one and a halt to two inches thick, lo- 
cated on the anterior surface of the pos- 
terior portion of the transversalis muscle 
and the quadratus lumboram muscle“ 
served as a protection to the vital organs, 
and so perhaps saved his life. 

Dr. Weisse’s theory is certainly very in- 
genious, not to say plausible. The \ardor 


have entered upon laborious and painstak- 
ing experiments with a view. to its demon- 
stration are creditable to him and to the pro- 
fession ot surgery, and it seems by no means 
improbable that Dr. Hamilton has to a de- 
gree adopted his views. 


THE DECLINE OF STOCES. 

With more or less vacillation and irregu- 
larity the tendency of railroad and other 
quotable stocks continues to be downward, 
notwithstanding the large decline already 
noted. The publication of the statistics gath- 
ered by Poor for the year 1850 and their favor- 
able comparisons in most respects with the 
railroad business of the previous year ought 
to have ‘revived confidence among the 
„pulls“ toacertain extent. The improved 
condition of the President and the hopes now 
freely entertained for his recovery ought to 
have had the same effect, for it was the re- 
port of his assasination that gave the first 
shock to the market. But there is evidently 
ageneral‘im pression that the stocks have been 


pushed too high, and there are no signs in 


the immediate future to encourage recovery. 
To show how decided the downward move- 
ment has been, we print below a table pre- 
pared by the New York Mail, which shows 
the decline from the highest figures during 
the last two months on July 25:

Since the above table was prepared many 
of the stocks quoted in the list have declined 
a few points more, and there has been no de- 
cided upward movement in any of them. It 
is worthy of note that the so-called “in- 
vestment stocks’’—those from which divi- 
dends are expected—have sustained a larger 
decline than those stocks Which are purely 
speculative and have no ral value as an in- 
vestment. This condition is the result of the 
strong spirit of speculation which has again 
seized the American people, and which prom- 
ises, if it shall continue to grow, to exceed 
anything in the days of the inflated currency 
before the panic of 1873. The business cen- 
tres of Europe, and especially Paris and Lon- 
don, are agitated by a similar commotion, 
and there is danger that the people willrun 
so wild in their feverish anxiety to get rich 
fast that the periodical crash, which 
everybody has come to expect sooner 
or later, will . be hastened. The pe- 
riod used to be reekoned at twenty years 
in this country. The panic of 1837 was fol- 
lowed by another in 1857. Then came the 
panic of 1873, only sixteen years intervening. 
But eight years have elapsed since the last 
panic, and already the signs of inflation are 
so numerous and significant/that prudent 
men are beginning to contract the line of 
their operations, and think, that the interval 
between panics will be shortened up to ten 
years. It may be that the recent and continu- 
ing decline in stocks will check the specula- 
tive mania and postpone the collapse. 

Speculation has been so rife, active, and 
confident that it is likely the price of stocks 
could have been maintained for a time at 
the highest ifit had not been for the unde- 
niable eviflences of a short wheat crop and 
the necessary falling-off in the railroad busi- 
ress whith a material shortage in the prod- 
uce supplies of the country involves. The 
very same conditions which inspire general 
confidence in higher prices for wheat and 
corn promote the belief that railroad stocks 
will go lower, and the latter theory is all the 
stronger because it is universally recognized 
that the investment stocks had been run up 
in most cases far beyond their real value as 
an investment.

The stanch and true New England Repub- 
licans, after being represented for a quarter 
of acentury by an old Hunker Democrat 
like Clifford, will feel that the time has come 
to have one of themselves in the Supreme 
Court ;. and this is saying nothing against 


Judge Cooley, who would be an ornament to 


the Bench if he could be appointed to it.

Jonx A. Kasson, member of Congress 
from lowa, and ex-Minister at Vienna, has 


thrown some light upon Ministerial ap- 


pointments to foreign Courts. After a four 
years’ experience, he returns in some dis- 
gust, and says there is nothing in such a po- 
sition to tempt ambition, that the pay is in- 
sufficient, that it is not agreeable for an 
American to remain away from home so 
long, and that the appointees lose all chances 
for improving themselves politically. From 
Mr. Kasson’s standpoint, Ministerial posi- 
tions abroad would seem to. be the last places 
in the world that ambitious politicians woula 
seek, yet somehow there is a scramble for 
them every four years. The reason prob- 
ably is that the pay is tempting, in view of 
the little work to be done. In these days of 
steam and the telegraph, the means of direct 
communication between Foreign Offices are 
so handy that the Minister is relieved of a 
large part of his duties, his labors being con- 
fined mainly to entertaining his fellow-coun- 
trymen and being entertained by those who 
have temporarily adopted him, and these 
labors are not very arduous. The moral of 
Mr. Kasson’s experiences is that Ministers 
are a superfiudus luxury, but, so long as we 
must have them, it would be well to send 
good diners and good fellows, clever littéra- 
teurs and men of culture to impress upon 
the effete monarchies the conviction that the 
people of this Republic are well up in the 


scale of civilization.

Tne postal-card came into use in this 
country very rapidly. The issue of cards was 
authorized by an act of Congress in 1872, and the 
proposals for furnishing them were published in 
the following January. The estimated number 
required for the first twelve months was 100,- 
000,000, but 11,000,000 more were actually used.

8,000,000; to St. Louis, 
7,040,000; to Buffalo, 3,000,000, Under the last 
five years’ contract four billion cards are to be 
furnished at a cost of $1,088,600. The estimated 
expense of handling is $011,400. The gross re- 
turns to the Goverument will be $20,000,000. De- 
‘ducting the 82.000, 000 above noted for first cost 
and handling, there will be a net profit of $18,000,- 
000 left to the Government. ‘ 


THe Frankfurter Volkszeitung recently 
published interesting statistics of the world's. 
correspondence by post and telegraph. The 
latest returns which approached completeness 
were for the year 1877, in which more than four 
thousand million letters were sent, which gives 
an average of 11,000,000 a day, or 127 a second. 
Europe contributed 3,036,000,000 letters to this 
enormous mass of correspondence, America 
about 760,000,000, Asia 150,000,000, Africa 25,000,- 
000, and Australia, 50,000,000, Assuming that the 
population of the globe was between 1,300,000,000 
and 1,400,000,000, this woqd give an average of 
three letters per head for entire human race. 
There were inthe same year 38,000 telegraph 
stations, and the numberof messages may be 
set down for the year at between 110,000,000 and 
11],000,000, being an average of more than 305,000 
messages per day, 12,671 per. hour, and nearly 
212. per minute.

exports were $87,911,458, and the total imports 
880,480,747. The trade of the Dominion with 
Great Britain was $80,307,286, an increase of 
$13,018,566 over that of 1879, and the trade with 
the United States was $62,606,857, a falling off of 
$8,207,863 from that of 1879, It is a discouraging 
sign that trade between the Dominion and the 
United States should be falling off. They are 
neighbors and natura! markets for each other.

CORRESPONDENCE RELATIVE TO TRIPOLI. 

Loox Do, July 28,—The correspondence be- 
tween England and France relating to affairs 
in Tripoli has been Issued. A dispatch from 
Lord Granville, Foreign Minister, to Lord 
Lyons, Ambassador to France, on the Mth 
inst., states that in view of the unquestioned 
incorporation of the Tripolitan-Turkish Em- 
pire, as well as its proximity to Egypt, her 
Majesty’s Government could not regard in- 
terference of whatever description on ‘the 
part of France in Tripoli in the same man- 
ner as they viewed occurrences in Tunis. 

Lord Lyons having laid the substance of 
the above dispatch before the French For- 
eign Minister, was assured by him 


that | 


France regarded Tripoli as indisputably a 


part of the Ottoman Empire, and that she 
had no intention whatever either ot in- 
vading it or attempting to establish any 
exclusive or predominant influence in 
that country. The remonstrances which 
had been. addressed to the Porte, he 
said, had been mild and friendly, and had 
not been made until France had very good 
reason to believe Turkish emissaries from 
Tripoli had been stirring up disaffection in 
Tunis. The Porte had been warned of the 
danger which must ensue if fire was lighted 
in Tripoli which should spread to Tunis, and 
it had been assured that if, contrary to her 
hopes and wishes, France was driven to mill- 
tary measures, she would take defensive 
measures only, and the French troops would 
not cross the frontier of Tripoli. The French 
Minister declared that it would be a real and 
great sorrow to him if anything should occur 
to weaken the close:and cordial understand- 
ing between France aud England in regard 
to Egypt.

The leftauricle and ventricle of 
the heart appeared healthy, but the walls were

The 
small intestine had become intussuscepted or 
turned within itself for a distance of seven 
inches. This is a very unusual occurrence, and 
one of the most fatal. It is thought from ap- 
pearance and symptoms that this condition 
could not have existed more than twenty-four 
hours prior to bis death. Below this another 
portion of the smali intestine fer a distance of 
about fourteen inches showed that a 
high state of intlammation had ex- 
isted, followed by mortification. Notwith- 
standing these conditions found, and the almost 
death-like appearance which Mr. Paimer sus- 
talued for many years past, his last illness did 
not occur until last Saturday, and, when a 
physician was sent for on that day and calicd to 
see him, Mr. Palmer had gone’ down-town, and 
remained there for hours. He was confined to 
Uis bed but two days prior to his death, during 
which time his symptoms of immediate difticulty 
pointed directly, if not exclusively, to inflam- 
mination or disease Of the stomach.

WASHINGTON. 


COL. BURCH DEAD. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 28.—The death of Col. 
Burch, Secretary of the Senate, has caused quite 
ashock. Few knew that he was sick until Mon- 
day, and many of his friends were not looking 
fora fatal termination. Though suffering, as 
his physicians say, with heart-disease, he did 
not appear like an invalid during his last ap- 
pearance on the streets a short time since. He 
was attended by Dr. J. H. Baxter and Surgeon- 
of the Navy. He has been 
an excellent officer, and had the respect 
of the Republican side of the Senate. 
He was a gentieman of much dignity 
of bearing, and of courteous manner. He served 
in the Confederate army from Tennessee, and 
was at one time Speaker of the State Senate. 
He was chief proprietor of the Nashvilie Amer- 
ican. Though a pronounced Democrat, he took 
the strongest ground of any Southern journal 
against the Ku-Klux. His death may introduce 
serious embarrassments in all payments on the 
Senate side of the Capitol. His requisition is 
believed, under law, to be necessary to obtain 
money from the Treasury for the pay of Sen- 
ators, and of all employés on the Senate side, as 
well as for the varied contingent expenses. 
Whether this ditficulty can be readily met does 
not appear. If it cannot, all Senate payments 
of every nature must be suspended tili the 
Senate elects a new Clerk. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., July 28&—The news of the 
death at Washington to-day of Col. John C.4 
Burch, Secretary of the United States Senate, 
produced a painful shock in this community, so 
sudden a fatal termination of bis iliness not be- 
ing anticipated.

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Espanola. However, it will be connected with 
Banta Fé by a road — 1 is building 
from that city to Espanola. The Company now 
ed to extend west, and, by a series of 
branches and forks, to cover the San Juan 
country§ and to pierce Utah. There are now in 
operative lines from Puebio to Capon City. An- 
other line connects the main read with Leadville. 
At Leadviliet wo forks north aud west, exch about 
fifty miles, are being constructed. A line is 
running from Arkansas to Gunnison; also, 
another to Del Norte, and yet another to Du- 
ranco. From Duranco a branch is being built 
to Silverton, and from Guunison two lines are 
being constructed, one to Lake City and the 
other to Ouray. By these lines the San Juan 
country is covered, and it is inten to cross 
the main divide into Utah by thé Grand and 
Gunnisorg Rivers. There are now 837 miles in 
operation, 800 additional miles of extensions are 
actually under way, 400 miles of which were let 
to coutractors within a fortnight. Last year at 
this time there were but 505 miles in operation. 
The road in operation earned during the first 
six months of this year an average Ol .163 per 
rile, including the transportation of material 
for extensions. Thousands of laborers are now 
at work uponiit; the exact number it is difficult 
to estimate, owing to the numerous extensions. 
Operations are pushed aloug at a rapid rate. 
A Philadelphia contractor within a day or two 
engaged 2,000 negroes from the uthern 
lantations for work on one ot the divis- 
ons. Negroes are desirable for this kind of 
labor. White men are apttorunaway. They 
are enticed by the miners into mining. Mucn 
difficulty has been experienced by the Company, 
in consequence of white laborers thus abandon- 
ing their work. The Company is advertising in 
the Euglish papers for men willing to contract 
for two years. A party of 400 Italians has 
proved useful and reliable. The Company pays 
$1.25 to $1.75 per day with board to common la- 
borers, and ip proportion to skilled hands. 

Jo show how rapidly the road is being ex- 
tended, the officers state that on June 20 there 
were 776 miles in operation, and on July, 14 830, 
or fifty-four miles in two weeks, or nearly four 
miles a day. The Denver & Rio Grande has 
never received a dollar of subsidy or a mile of 
land grant. Con se refused it a subsidy early 
in its history, and thus it has paid its own way at 
every step of its progress. 

The National Mexican Road, however, is subsi- 
dized by the Congress of Mexico to the amount 
of $11,000 per mile, payable in special Govern- 
ment scrip as every eighteen miles is compieted. 
This Government scrip, which was issued for 
this special purpose, has a unique value. Not 
only is it receivable for customs duties, but bya 
special law 4 per cent of all duties must be paid 
in this scrip. The road, to which it is issued, is 
not allowed to sell it above par. The following

THE BLYTHE PROCESS FOR PRE- 
SERVING TIALBER. 
London Ratlway Journal, July 15, 

The number of sleepers used upon every mile 
of railway is so large that any method of redu- 
cing their cost must be a great gain to the com- 
pauies. 

The Blythe process of seasoning and preserv- 
ing timber, which is being introduced into this 
country by Messrs. Conner & Co., of Phoenix 
Wharf, Millwall, and 11 Queen Victoria street, 
effectsa most material saving iu the cost of 
sicepers by prolonging their life. The old proc- 
ess of creosoting timber, which woes never com- 
pletely satisfactory in its effects, practically 
sealed up the wood in a damp-proof shell which 
failed to peuetrate beneath the surface. Any 
injury to the sleeper. even the mere cutting it, 
wus sufficient to expose the uncreosoted ingtcrior, 
which immediately became a prey to dump. 
fungi, or iisects. It was also necessary to 
wait for the wood to thoroughly season before 
the creosote was applied. as otherwise the un- 
extracted sap and free water scaled up in the 
timber would ferment and assist in the growth 
of fungi. It is needless to point out that under 
the contract system a large supply of perfectly 
scasoned timber cannot be relied upon. 

ty the Blythe process, carbolic and other tar 
acids are carried into the heart of the wood by 
means of super- enteo steam. They there 
chemically combine with the compovent parts 
of the timber, so that their antiseptic qualities 
are exercised throughout every fibre, and not 
merely on the surtace. Durmg this process of 
steaming, the sap is completely extracted; and 
to thoroughly is this dune that a tree felled one 
day can be treated the next.. After the treat- 
ment the wood only needs to be allowed to 
cool, protected) from draucht, in order to 
be ready for use, when it will afterwards be 
found to’be free from any liability to contract, 
warp, or decay. The fibre is strengthened, no 
smell is given off, and the wood is not made more 
combustible. Ig consequence of the great sav- 
ing in time newly-imported timber can be sold 
ut the same price as weathner-seasoned, and de- 
livered on any work in one-twentieth the time. 

Besides its suitability for sleepers, timber car- 
bolized under the Blythe process can be used for 
any purposes for which wood is employed. 
Ev description of beams, joists, Hooring- 

and rafters can be treated by the system, 
together with oak, American cherry, walnut, 
and other fine woods intended for cabinet- 
work, joinery, panciing, and parquetcrie. 
As the wood sv prepared will take paint as eas- 
ily as any other kind of timber, it appears to be 
peculiarity suitable for all outside work, such as 
platforms, signal-posts, rooting of open sta- 
tions, or railway carriages, for which the dura- 
bility it gives to the wood ought to make ita 
considerable reduction in expense. A great 
saving can also be effected by this process by 
compressing poplar, Scotch tir, and other tices 
of quick growth until they have been made as 
b as boxwood, thus enabling cheap wood to 
be often used in the place of a dearer. 

The method by which the carbolizing is car- 
ried out is extremely simple,—so simple, indeed, 

at the plantfor the purpose can be carried 
from place to place pu trucks made to run on 
the line, thus effecting gteat saving in time 
and a ma particularily en sleepers are be- 
relaid. : 

Biythe process has been adopted on a 
large scale in France, where soverst sets of 
umbulant apparatus are in use. The cylinders 
on trucks are so constructed that they can be 
oined together whenever it is desired to treat 
ong timber by the process. As an instance of 
the way in which the system has answered in 
France it may be mentioned that some sicepers 
cut from beech, which is unusually perishable 
in moist ground, were placed on the main line 
of the North of France Railway as long' ago as 
18.7. and although subjected to the beavy trume 
whichwruns over the linc between Amiens aud 
Paris, still show no signs of wear under the seat 
of the rails nor of decay; and the high wpinion 
entertained by French engiuecrs for the process 
may be gathered from the fact that many 
millions of the sleepers are now supplied to the 
French railways annually. * 


COLOSSAL RAILROAD ENTER- . 
PRISES. 

Probably the most gigantic railroad enterprise 
ever carried on under one management is the 
Denver & Rio Grande and National Moxican 
system. The system is owned by two separate 
companies, but the management is the same, 
and practically the same individuals are at the 
back of both. Mr. W. J. Palmer is President of 
both companies. The Denver & Rio Grande was 
incorporated in 1870, to run to El Paso, Tex., a 
distance of 8&0 miles, but its charter is very 
broad and gives authority to build lines all 
through the San Juan country and across the 
divide into Utah Territory, thus covermg what 
is supposed to be the richest mining districts in 
the country. At first a stretch of road 
from Denvér City to Pueblo, 120 miles, 
— constricted; then, alter a while, to 

about a hundred miles; then 

through Cuchara and Alamoso to Espanola, 
twenty miles from Santa FG. It was originally

Ultimately, it is probabie that the two 
roads may be united at Espanola; but that is in 
the future, as the treaty with the Atchison, To- 
veka & Santa F6 now prevents the Denver & 
tio Grande from extending south. Among the

Gouid, Russel Sage, and C. F. Woerishoffet.

otherwise. He laughed at the idea of wooden 
shanties being cheaper dwellings for the work- 
ingmen than brick cottages, which would cost 
but a little more to begin with. 

“If the workingmen are allowed to build 
these shanties they will immediately be taxed 
to pay for an enlarged Fire Department: the 
people they buy food and clothing from will be 
taxed too, and they will have to pay these taxes 
forthem; insurance will be raised, andif the 
workingmen are foolish enough to accept 
the low rates of cheap companies, when 
a big tire comes, which will not 
take long in coming, they will 
find that they will not be paid in full, and will 
have to wait a long time for the partial payment 
of their policies. And what will any one of 
those shanties amount to at the end of tenor 
fifteen years? Take the increase of taxes, of in- 
surance, of cost ot tuel, of repair expense, of doc- 
tors’ bills into consideration, together with the 
loss of comfort and durability as between a 
frame and a brick building, and it will be seen 
that the former is an awfully expensive thing 
for a workingman to be saddied with. I hope 
that the ordinance Will not be changed.”’ 

Mr. Joseph Kriz, doing business at No. 41 Ca- 
nalportavenue, said that he was strongly op- 

sed to any change in the present fire limits. 

fe considered that Chicago was already well 
supplied with wooden buildings, ‘and that, 
— the subject might seem trivial as com- 
pared with the questiou of the increased danger 
they caused to the city from fire, it should not be 
forgotten that an old frame building was about as 
ugly a structure as could well be seen. If the 
ordinance. were amended blocks of carelesly- 
built shanties would rise which, in the course of 
ten years, wouki be out of repair, and in fifteen 
or twenty years a ride through pertions of the 
city built over by the shanty-raisers would re- 
veal to view blocks upon biocks of dirty, dingy, 
tumble-down places that would be a disgrace to 
the city and to the people living in them. It 
was extremely improbable, however, that any 
large section of territory thus built over would 
escape the scourge of a wholesale conflagration 
whose winding up would occur no one could 
predict where.

THE BAKERS RESOLVE TO ADVANCE PRICES. 

The boss bakers held a well-attended meeting 
in Quincy Club room last evening. Mr. Heisler 
in the chair. 

Mr. Scbaeffer, of the committee appointed to 

see the Mayor in regard to having the bread 
ordinance enforced, reported that the Mayor 
said there was no inspector, but if the bakers or 
grocers would repurt to the police those who 
were making and selling short-weignt loaves, 
the violators would be prosecuted ‘under the 
law, the complainants to be assured their names 
would not be made public. The report was 
accepted. j * 
Mr. Voltz reported for the northwest part of 
the city tnat the bukers generally were ready to 
adopt the new schedule of prices, and those who 
hunt back said they would folluwif the meve- 
menut was successful. 

A list of South Side bakers who had raised 
prices last ‘lhuesday was read. 

Ald. Brady thought there might be some de- 
lay about advancing the price of cakes, and 
wanted to know if the bakers in the city had all 
agreed to abide by the new rates for bread. 

The President said the canvass showed that 
with a few exceptions the bakers had consented 
to the raise. 

A list of the bakers who were willing to adopt 
the scale of prices approved at the last meeting 
was then read. The list had about 1830 names. 
The meeting voted to adopt the new price-list, 
to go into effect Aug. 1. Following is the new 
scale of wholesale prices: Kye bread, single 
loaf, 6 cents: double loaf, 12 cen s. No white 
bread weigh one und under 5 cents per 
loaf; Vienna bread, 7 cents per pound loaf. 
Buns, rolis, cakes, and friedeakes, I: cents per 
dozen. Pies, 12 cents each. 

The list was cootinued in girculation for ad- 
ditional signatures. Adjourned to meet Satur- 
day at 5 p. m.

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STREET-CAR LICENSES. 


A History of Endless and Vexa- 
tious Delays. 
The Last Move on the Part of the Rail- 
way Companies. 


Trying to Make the City Swap Horses While Cross- 
ing. the Stream. | 


THE TRIBUNE gave the story, three years ag@ 
now, of the passage by the Council of the ordi- 
nance imposing a license. tax upon the street- 
cars. Ata somewhat later date it told how the 
three railway companies, while willing—anx- 
ious, even—to pay this tax, were bulldozed by 
wicked stockholders who live down East and 
prevented from carrying out their desires; how 
these stockholders filed bills in the United States 
Court and prevented, for the time being at least, 
the Treasurers of the North, South, and West 
Side Street-Railway Companies from gladly pay- 
ing overto the proper authorities the sum of 
$50 for every car they operated. At a somewhat 
later date, THz Trisune mentioned the de- 
cision of Judge Drummond sustaining this ordi- 
nance, and it has since then referred incidentally 
to the innumerable and intolerable delays which 
were postponing the final settlement of the 
question. The matter having now come up in 
au incidental way before a Committee of the 
Council, it is not amiss, perhaps, for the purpose 
of explaining more fully the importance of the 
matter and the advisability of wise action on the 
part of the Committee, to go back and summar- 
ize the history or this license ordinance and the 
proceedings which have been had under it. 

KARLY IN 1878 e 
an order was introduced into the Council calling 
upon the Corporation Counsel for his opinion as 
to the power of the city to compel the street 
railway companies to pay a license for the priv- 
ilege of running their cars in the streets. Mr. 
Bontield, who was then Corporation Counsel, 
gave un elaborate written opluion, in which he 


took the view that the Council could not under 


the charter, pass such an ordinance. And this 
was the opinion of lawyers generally at that 
time. But Ald. Daly, the father of the 
ineasure, went to City-Attorney Tuthiil 
and asked him what he thought about it. Mr. 
Tutbill said he was not familiar enough with 
the questions involved togive an opinion olf 
band. Mr. Daly then requested him to look 
them up, and Mr. Tuthill said he would, In do- 
ing so he ran xcrossa decision of Mr. Justice 
Strong, of the Supreme Court of Pennsyivania, 


“Sustaining such au ordinance passed by the 


Councils of Philadelphia. The reasoning was 
very strong, all the points involved were well 
preseuted, and Mr. Tutbili told Ald. Daly that 
he felt very strongly inclined to the 
opinion that the city had the 
requisit power, und in support of 
this view, and as the best decision“be could 
give, turned over to him that of Justice Strong. 
Ald. Daly took it to the Council, and the ordi- 
nance was passed. When suits were about to 
be instituted against the compauies for not pay- 
ing the license tees, they 
FILED BILLS AT THE SUGGESTION OF NON- 
RESIDENT STOCKHOLDERS, 
alleging, substantially, that the city had passed 
au illegal ordinance and was about to enforce 
it; that the companies were about to illegally 
pay the license fees, and that, therefore, 
the interest of these non-resident stock- 
holders was liable to be injured’ by 
the depletion of the common fund; and hence 
they asked the United States Court to enjoin 
the city from collecting, and the companies 
from paying, the fees. Judge Blodgett granted 
the injuction. City-Attorney Tutuul moved to 
dissolve it, and made an argument, but Judge 
Blodgett was not moved, saying he would leave 
the matter as it was until the final hearing. Ine 
defense of the suit devolved u Mr. Tuthiliy 
the other members of the Law Department be- 
ing engaged, and on record as of the opinion 
that the ordinance was not a valid one. 
He recognized that the case was of very great 
importance to the city, involving some 000 
or $40,000 a year, so be associated with him Mr. 
A. 5. Bradley, whom he knew tw be a good 
lawyer. They filed a demurrer to the bill, which 
would bring up all the questions involved. The 
case was set twice for a hearing before Mr. 
Justice Harlau, who was here in the summer of 
8h, but was continued on the application of 
counsel for the companies. who represented that 
they had other engagements. Mr. Goudy ap- 
peared for the North Side Company, Judge Beck- 
with and Mr. Small for the West Side one, and 
Hitchcock & Dupee for the South Side corpora- 
tion. These continuances prevented a hearing 
before Mr. Justice Harlan. 
WHEN JUDGE DRUMMOND RETURNED FROM 
EUROPE * 
Mr. Tuthill asked him to hear the case, but he 
was disinclined, owing to his relations with some 
of the genticmen imterested in the stock of one 
of the companies. He bad uo personal interest, 
yet us trustee had invested some funds in its se- 
curities, and therefore he preferred that some 
other Judge should decide the questuons. Mr. 
Tuthill replied that he appreciated the Judge's 
position, but the Court wus the plaintifi’s own 
choosing, and he felt that if the city authorities 
did not object to his hearing the case the other 
side Ought not to. The city not only did not ob- 
ject, but was very anxious to have him bear and 
decide the questions, which were purely, ques- 
tions of law, it making no difference to che city 
if the Court owned all the stock of all the com- 
panies. Judge Drummond said he believed he 
could decide the case without regard to personal 
feeling, and that he would hear it 
and do so. An elaborate argument fol- 
lowed, covering two days,—printed arguments 
being filed by all the counsel. Judge Drum- 
mond took the case under advisement, and 
about a year ago rendered a decision in favor 
of the city, sustaining the ordinauce. he at- 
torneys for the companies asked leave to amend 
the bill, and it was granted. Many mrvtions and 
cross-motions were made, but the case was 
finally set for hearing, and at the conclusion of 
further arguments Judge Drummond heid the 
case under advisement, with the understanding 
that he was to decide it so that an appeal could 
be taken to the United States Supreme Court in 
October. 
AFTER MR. TUTHILL’S TERM OF OFFICE EX- 
| PIRED 
Mr. Adams and Mr. Grinnell took charge of the 
Law Department of the city, and, as the case 
needed attention, Mr. ‘Puthill and Mr. Bradley 
were directed by them to go on with it, and they 
have bad it in han@<ever since. Every step 
tuken with reference to it has been by Mr. Tut- 
billand Mr. Bradley. Constitutional and stat- 
utory ‘questions are involved, requiring much 
research among authorities, and it would take a 
new luwyer a long while to familiarize him- 
seif with the points. Some time before the 
last election it was suggested that it would be 
betterto have an order passed by the Council 
continuing them in the case until a final de- 
cision was rendered by the United States Su- 
preme Court, and such an order was introduced 
and sent to the Judiciary Committee, who unan- 
imously recommendea its adoption. But when 
their report was presented to the Council some 
Alderman, in the iuterest of the railroad com-

THE NOTORIOUS CREAM. 


Captured in Canada to Answer the 
Charge of Manslaughter. 

The notorious Dr.“ Thomas N. Cream is in 
custody again, and this time, as once before, for 
murder. Since August, 1880, he has been prom- 
inent before the public. In that month he and 
Hattie Mack were arrested for producing an 
abortionona young woman who died. They 
were indicted, but Cream was tried 
separately and acquitted in November, 
notwithstanding Miss Mack squealed on 
him. He then disappeared, but came to the sur- 
face again a month or so ago, when he fell into 
the hands of the United States authorities for 
sending obscene postal-cards through the mails. 
The complainant was Joseph Martin, of No. 29 
West Thirteenth street, whose family Cream had 
attended. The Doctor claimed that there was a 
balance of $20due him, Martin denied owing 
bim anything, so Cream sent Martin some postal- 
cards «ontaining vile slanders, and Martin had 
him arrested. He failed to turn up before 
United States Commissioner Hoyne for a hear- 
ing, so his bond of $1,200 was forfeited. Before 
his arrest he had prescribed for Daniel Stall, of 
Belvidere, III. Stall's wife went to Buck & 
Rayner’s, in this city, to get the 22828 
put up. Among other things, it called for one- 
twenty-fourth of a grain of strychnine to the 
tablespoonful. She took the medicine to 
Cream’s office, and handed it to him for exami- 
nation. He remained in a back room a lon 
while by himself. On reaching home Mrs. Stal 
gave her husband a dose of the mixture, and in 
u little while he died. When Cream heard of 
this he telegraphed to Belvidere asking that the 

be exhumed, as a clairvoyant had told him 
Stall had n poisoned. Prof. 
Haines, who analyzed the contents of Stall’s 
stomach, tound enough unabsorbed strychnine 
to kill four men. The Coroner's jury reached 
the conclusion. that Cream was responsibie for 
Stall's death, and an officer came to Chicago to 
arrest him, but he had runaway. A dispatch 
from Detroit, published in yesterday's TRIBUNE, 
stated that he had been caught at Belle River, 
near Windsor, Canada, by Sheriff Ames, of 
Boone County, and Chief-of-Police Barnes, of 
Windsor. He will have a hearing on the 3d 
prox., when it is to be hoped he will be re- 
manded to the custody of Sheriff’ Ames 
for extradition. If brought to this State, 
and the murder case doesn’t stick, Cream 
will doubtless be turned over tothe United States 
authorities for trial. The case of the Govern- 
ment against him is a strong one, and he can be 
sent to Jollet for a year or so. His prospective 
mother-in-law ts his surety, but, as he has 
turned out to be such a bad man, she ought to 
sec to it that, once here, he doesn’t skip again, 
and thus put $1,200 in jeopardy.

WINDSOR, Ont., July 28.—Dr. Creara, the noto- 
rious Chicago abortionist, arrested at Beile 
River, Out., yesterday b Chief-of- Police 
Baines and Sheriff Ames, of Boone County, IIli- 
nois, for the murder of Daniel Scott in June last 
by poisoning, is in Sandwich Jail awaiting ex- 
tradition.

- year ago, by abortion, in Chicago, in connection 


with a ored woman with whom she was 
boarding. The murder of Scott, for which 
Cream has been arrested, occurred while Cream 
was attending Scott for illness. Cream was in- 
terviewed in jail to-day, and told the following 
story: “I treated Scott tor epilepsy, and later 
for rheumatism. I ordered strychnine as a 
tonic in medicinal doses. e first notifica- 
tion I had of his death was 
from his wife, who came to my 
office in Chicago. The man died on a Sunday, 
and was buried. Thursday I telegraphed to the 
Coroner of Boone County to bold an inquest and 
take charge of the medicine found, as 1 did not 
believe he had died a natural death. The Cor- 
oner wrote, saying he had seen Mrs. Scott, and 
she said be had died in a fitiike he had before, 
and that there were not sufficient grounds for 
Aisinterring the body. Then 1 wrote to the 
Prosecuting Attorney about the matter, who re- 
plied that he did not see any reason for an in- 
vestigation. I wrote to the Coroner again, 
asking bim to give a dose of the medicine 
toa dog or a cat. This was done, and the dog 
died in twenty minutes after it was adminis- 
tered. On June 23, about ten days after Scott 
died, I received a letter from the Coroner stat- 
ing that a post-mortem had been held, and the 
stomach would be sent to Chicago for analysis. 
The body was buried without a physician's cer- 
tificate. I don't see how they can implicate me 
in the affair. I was the tirst person to demand 
an investigation, and have letters from Scott 
proving that my treatment was  bene- 
ficial to dim. Buck & Rayner, of 
Chicago, put up the prescriptions, 
and [ know they are all right. . Mrs. Scott had 
been in the habit of getting medicjne at a drug 
store where a mistake was made last winter, 
which IL suspected had caused the death of a 
— girl, and I told Mrs. Scott not to go 
ere.“

CHARGED WITH MANSLAUGHTER. 

It would appear that Philip Faulkner, brother 
of the nurse William Fauikner, whose death at 
the County Hospital last Monday was caused by 
a dose of carbolic acid administered tp him as 
castor oil, was not at all satistied with the ver- 
dict of the Coroner’s jury in the case. As will 
be remembered, the fatal dose was administered 
to Faulkner by another nurse named Anton 
Kalck,—an inexperienced man, who, according 
to the evidence heard by the Coroner's jury, was 
entirely innocent of any wrong igtention, 
but had only committed a stupid blurider. 80 
the jury recommended that Kalck be not held 
in custody. The brother of thedead nurse, how- 
ever, yesterday had Kalck arrested on a charge 
of mansiaughter,—that is, he swore out a war- 
rant against him for manslaughter’ before 
Justice Hammer, and the accused nurse came 
into court of his own accord and give bonds in 
the sum of 81.000 to appear for examination 
next Tuesday afternoon at 2 o'clock.

Commissioner Sanders Denies that

but some other disease. Dr. Charles P. Lyman, 
a veterinary surgeon, was sent last year to Liv- 
erpool by Cummissioner Le Duc to examine 
with the British inspectors the cattie landed 
there.

Prof. Williams, who, after an examinauon, un- 
hesitatingiy pronounced six of them free from 
the disease, and, after a more exhaustive exam- 
ination of the seventh case, pronounced the In- 
spectors to have been wrong in that instance 
aiso.

Stocks were very active, and advanced sbar ply 
under purchases by the bears to cover. Ev ery- 
thing weut against the short sellers. President 
Garfield's condition was the reverse of 
what the public had got into its tread 
the two days befgre. The recent weather bas 
been the best possible for the growimg crops. 
More important, the story us started and dili- 
gently repeated that the railroad war was at an 
end. It was circumtantially narrated that 
there was a conference or the magnates at 
Philadelphia, and this was believed notwith- 
standing the preseace of Mr. Jewett, of the 
Erie, at his office all day. It is not 
likely that the first report of a settlement of the 
trunk-tine war will ve true. According to usual 
Wall-street experience the cats will play with 
the mice many denials and reassertions of the 
settlement before the truce is finally prociaimed. 
Yesterday the story did its work well. Among 
other large buyers was Mr. Keene, the arch- 
bear, who was quoted as having declared that 
he had bought in 200,000 shares to sell agalu.“ 
‘Toward the close the market showed signs of 
being toppy, and wavered, but at the very 
last strengthened up and- closed firm. Most of 
the bears had covered before the end, and it was 
thought in several quarters that the short inter- 
est was nearly alloutof the way. Should this 
be so, a strong element of support has been 
taken away from prices 

One important element of the situation is the 
large amount of investment capital that has 
been deterred from buying by the attack on 
President Garfiela’s life, and by the other 
disturbing influences at work on stocks. 
As President Garfield's condition improves these 
timid buyers will enter the market. They have 
already begun to do so. The rising tide of clear- 
ings, the ease of the moncy market, such in- 
dustrial facts as that brought out at the Pitts- 
burg meeting of the Western nail mapufact- 
urers that stocks were unusually low and the 
demand never better, and a growing conviction 
that the crops have been belittled, arc renewing 
confidence in the future of railroad property. 
There is a strong feeling that stocks will be a 
purchase at apy sharp reaction that may now 
occur.

NEW YorK, July 28.—The share speculation 
was firmer in tone te-day than for some time 
past. The parial liquidation of the long account

HodkE GATHERINGS. 
BURNING OF THE STEAM-BARGE GEORGE T. 
BURROUGHS. 

Yesterday morning about 9:30 o’clock, when 
distant from this port fifteen or twenty miles, 
the steam-barge George T. Burroughs was dis- 
covered to be on fire. The flames were first dis- 
covered by the Captain, who was in the pilot- 
house, coming up through the promenade deck. 
The alarm was immediately given, and the nose 
on board got ready for service, but so rapidly 
dia the fire gain headway that the engineer, 
crew, stewardess, and two or three passengers 
who had run to the forward part of the boat 
were compelled to launch the life-boat and pull 
away from the beat and flames. The Captain, 
while the engineer was seeing to getting the 
hose in position, entered the engine-room for 
the purpose of stopping the engine, and 
in a moment found himself surrounded 
by the flames. After a desperate 
struggie with the fire and smoke he succeed 
in regaining the deck, thougn he was quite 
severely burned about the face and right arm. 
By this time the whole after port of the steamer 
was a mass of fire. Crouching on the bow were 
two passengers anda little boy named Ander- 
son, whose father left him on board when the 


| steamer’s boat put off. While the unfortunates 


ou board were expecting every moment to be 
driven into the water by the fire the tug Ward 
steamed alongside the burning vessel d 
rescued them. The tug Union, which was 

ing a schooner in dropped her tow and also came 
to the rescue. Everybody being safely off the 
burning boat, a line was made fast to the hull 
by the tug Union, and the steam-barge Fayette 
having arrived on the scene her steam- 
pump was put to work playing on the 
fire, which was continued until the Union 
entered Sthe mouth of the river with 
her burning tow. Great credit is due to both the 
Captains and crews of the Ward and Union for 
their timely and humane exertions to save the 
imperiled lives on the Burroughs, as also to the 
Captain of the Fayette in keeping the flames 


down while she was being towed into port. Those 


of the crew and passengers who took to the 
small boat were also picked up by the tug Ward. 
The Burroughs was a new boat, having come 
outin April last. She was on ber way to this 
port from Grand Haven, find had a cargo com- 
posed of maple lumber in her hoid, and upwar ds 
of a hundred barrels of plaster and potash and 
a quantity ef excelsior, used in packing, on her 
deck. It was not known how she caught fire, 
but the Captain thinks it was communicated by 
a spark from her-smoke-stack getting among 
the excelsior, which is easily ignited. Atter 
entering the river the Burroughs was towed 
above North Halsted bridge and engine 
No. IA of the Fire Department put at work to 
extinguish the fire in the hold. All the upper 
portion of the boat was burned. What damage 
was done the hold cannot be ascertained until 
the lumber in her is gotten out. Her machinery 
is probably 1 * —2 The Burroughs 


cost $16,000, and is owned by Ca pt. Richard A. 
Davis, — . her, and 
51,000 feet, was consigned to S. T. Gunderson, of 
this city, by W. F. Willard, and was valued at 
$16 per 1,000 feet, on which, also, there is no in- 
surance. The greatest sympathy is expressed 
in marine circies for Capt. Davis’ loss, as the 
total earnings of his lifetime were invested in 
the burned steamer. It is estimated that it 
will uire from $10,000 to SM. 000 to rebuild the 
boat. ost fortunate for those on board, the 
fire occurred in the day-time and in sight of the 
tugs named, otherwise many of them would in 
all likelihood have found watery graves or 
perished in the flames.

AROUND THE LAKES. 
THE CANADIAN CANALS. 

Toronto Globe: “It seems that at length the 
lock gates of the Lachine Canal aré to be swung, 
and that at once. Although the Lachine Canal 
has been completed for several years, the pub- 
lie never has been able to reap any benefit from 
the deepening and widening. The Board of 
Trade, the Harbor Commissioners, and the 
merchants generally, have asked the Govern- 
ment authorities to have the gates placed upou 
those locks, but in vain. Now they have been 
ordered to be placed at once, both upon the La- 
chine and Welland Canals. It seems that the 
credit of having such strong leverage upon 
the depth of canals as to accomplish this 
object belongs to Mr. A. M. Smith, of 
Toronto, who is about placing on the iakes a 
new floating monsterof great grain carrying 
capacity. It is the new iron screw steampship 
Campana, purchased by the Canada Lake Su- 
perior Company in London, England, and which 
arrived in port on Friday. Assoonas the new 


locks are ready she will be taken to Tate’s dry- 
dock and cut in half, and fitted with bulkheads. 
She will then be taken through the canais to 
Collingwood in two pieces. The Campana. which 
is of 1,500 tons burden, is intended to ply be- 
tween Collingwood and Duluth, and will have a

STRIKING OIL. 


A Lenny Blacksmith Who Spaded Up 
an Income of $109 a Day-The Ex- 
citement Caused by His Very Good 


Fortune. 
Correspondence few Tork Sun. 

VILLE, Pa., July . -A month or so ago 
Sebastian Haenn, a bi@eksmith living in Me- 
chanic street, this city, was spading in his gar- 
den after a heavy rain. Ashe turoed up the 
earth he noticed that little pools of crude petro- 
leum formed in the cavities made by the spade. 
He dug a pit fourteet deep. It filled up with 
oil to such an extent that he dipped out five 
barrels full. The oil was of exceilent quality, 
and Haehn® sold his five barrels ‘to the 
Octave Oil Refinery. Week before last Haehn 
dug another well in his garden. It responded 


with a yield of two barrels an hour. The well 
attracted great attention. It produced eighty 
barrels, and then ceased to flow. The excite- 
ment over the novel oil territory died out svon 
afterward. On Monday last the news spread 
through the city that Haehn had opened another 
well in bis garden, and that it was yielding at 
the rate of thirty-six barrels a day. Hundreds 
flocked to the scene of the new oil operations. 
The well was located in the northwest corner of 
Haebn’s potato-pateb. With a lage tin hand 
pump the owner was taking out of the hole“ 
two barrels of oil an hour. His previous. well 
bad also started again. From that one of 
Haehn's sons was taking oll at the rate of twen- 
ty barreis a day 

Immediately "following this strike of the lucky 
blacksmith a great demand for leases of adjoia- 
ing gardens arose. Suchan oil field bad never 
been heard of before. Without capital and with 
no tools but a shovel, an operator could sink a 
well and strike the sand in balf an hour. The 
rigut to * four feet of a man's garden be- 
came worth $5 bonus and one-quarter of tire vil. 
For three days Mechanic and adjacent streets 
have been thronged with excited spectators of 
the new operation in oil production and parties 
anxious to get “a piece of the territory. On 
Tuesday night Theodore Avery, who hus a coal 
yard adjoining Haeha’'s garden, put downa well 
At the depth of four feet he struck oil. The 
yield was a barrel an hour. He has put down 
four more wells since. The five wells were yes- 
terday yielding eight barrels an hour. 

The success of the Haehn and Avery ventures 
led to a wide extensfon of this strange territory. 
A vacant lot on Washington street. southeast 
from Haehn’s, was yesterday the scene of active 
operations. Three producing wells were put 
down. The rest were dusters.’ Capt. Pick- 
ering went to “ wildcatti under a shed near 
the Buffalo, Pittsburg & Warren Railroad track, 
south of Haehn’s. He dug to a depth of cight 
feet, and got a well good for ten barrels a day. 
Two wells were put downon the ground of the 
Octave refinery. At five feet oil was found. 
One of the wells is pumping twenty-five barrels 
aday. The McKeown Garden, east of the re- 
finery, was leased by J. P. Thomas, William Me- 
Keazie, and J. M. Brinton. Thomas took the 
northern half of the garden. He got two five- 
barrel wells of excellent green oil. The other 
parties struck oil, but — wus of a red hue, and 
had the appearance of being mixed with tar. 
In the gardens along the east side of pes in 
ton street several wells came in' as good = 
ducers, but the oil wasof an inferior quality 
Alt the property along Oil Creek, between 
Washington and Franklin streets, has been 
leased by A. J. Kraffert. He will develop it on 
a large scale. 

The original Haehn territory maintains its 
dey and is being further developed. Haehn 

s made a trench all around his garden and one 
through the centre. Into these the oil collects 
rapidiy. The operator is putting up tanks to re- 
ceive bis oil, as there is a great scarcity of bar- 
rels. Haehn’s garden is now yielding 100 burrels 
n day. He expects to increase it to 200. The 
oil is worth at the refineries $1.10 a barrel. The 
price of one barrel defrays all the expense of 
putting down a well. Operations are carried on 
day and night. That part of the city is lighted 
upall night by tae flaming toréhes of the oil 
meh. The weird scene is witnessed nightly by 
hundreds of people. There are no indications 
of any decline in the yield of this oil, and Haehn, 
the lucky discoverer of the field, is laying away 
not less than $100 a day as clear profit. 

There are many theories in regard to this un- 


; 
~beard-of presence of petroleum in large quan- 


tities so near the surface. One is that the oil is 
the leakage of tanks and pipe lines, which has 
sunk into the carth until it reached the graveliv 
deposit in which it ia now found in pools. An- 
other is that that this deposit has been forced 
up from the true petroleum sand stratum by 
some unknown agency, and caught and retained 
in the stratum where it now lies.
